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NATIONAL GROWTH AND NATIONAL CHARACTER*

On July 4, 976, the dawn of anew ern brightened lomanitv's 
heron, The harbiiger of wtlightentnient, the American Deol 
ration of Tndependenee waa itaelf the product of anbocolyit 
forces and conditions of ¢roatsigniticance, Some of these forces 
ant conlitions deornd special aitention from those who weuld 
traceaneht the growth oof moderu nations. 

For more than a century, the world’s most Vigoss atten pt 
at colonization bad been in progress nlong thie Atin Ohio Gopet af 
North America. Viewed in the light of later knowledge, the

Britain’s supremacy, although commonplace to the rdurated, 
tS thie minrvolal history: nod there ik no wortliier theme for the 
thttiker thats nnoilesis of the factors of that supromnnacr, The 
favtors ope far tio many for present coisiderstion ; Hie Dleading 
of tool anid the cormitgling of culture derived from an une 
preomlinted number af notably viggrous tribes and peoples 
gathered from oll Earroye aul hither Asia, have bem upon 
tioned; butasellom-reeagnived factor is worthy of specin| note: 
After Jong puzetini over the Aryan qirablene, phifulgsiste lore 
het te roalize thit Arvin aped evh, with its numénoda patois sepa 
dialects atid latguages inn proluetot eoubingation rather than 
differentiation: and some knowledge hina been guined as to the 
Hiedes in whith the combinilion was eferted.

of the Angle, the incisiveness of the Saxun, Wie dnuntlessness af 
the Dane, thevallaniry of the Gat, the | Freetow of the Frawk, the 
rovinguess of the early Homan.even thestotero of the pints, 
hid comedian te him through the blood of sires pnd dames of a 
hindred generitions, or had srown up tn him throngh centuries af 
inteHechial commerce. “The Griton of thatday stocd forth pre 
eminent in perfeetion of body tnd lrickia, tlie ypeureon of berry 
exedllenece | fur his superb stock (ode AnhoeSaxon. by a figure 
af speoch only) summed the exceélloncies of a thousand tribes 
anda hundred witions, concentrated throuell Wneotrted veytue 
ries. Ttwas from this singularly propotentstock that the Amet- 
jean colonists aprang, 

The British and Duteh and other north-Kutopenn pioneers 
in the New World were something more than mere represents 
tives of the strongest stock of humanity extant; they were 
picked men and water, impelled to adventure of body nant wind 
through hereditary aptitude for vigorusactivity. Many of then 
had made preliminary esuvs in udventare by land and sea be: 
fore fixing eyes finally on Atlantic's shore of promise; soune af 
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them, like the early Puritans, served an apprenticeship im set- 
tlement ti Other laidu—and all were strengthened by the earlier 
experience tu cope with the diffeulties surrounding the land of- 
their iltinnte liopes The ciipratery bird pabiis strongth of wing 
by oxeruise, mil doukonaa of inatinet Ley varied EX perience + so. 
the migrant people gain strength of limba anid lungs by the exer 
cise of journeying, aequiry culture through eoutect and achiore 
strength of mind by exercise of ficulty; nod thus the average 
comers fo American shores were not merely the select of their 
stork, hut workers specially trained and develuped during their 
earlivrlife. Thon eane the hard tusk of pioneering, under which 
the weakest fill out of the race while all) others ate strength- 
che; and inthis woy the stock still further improved with the 
feneritians ariwi tip att Acieriea’s eoil  Mestitinie the erin 
blending of blood ane commingling of enlture which gave pre- 
pulovioy td the parent stock went forward more rapldly than 
ever before: The Eritish colonists were from oitferent shires ail 
provinces; they wetoctinted ond finally conserted with one an- 
other, with representatives of the Low Countey and othr lands 
of northern Europe, and to some extent with the sons of France 
and the acione of Spain, while a trace of the estrone blood of the 
aborinines was absorbed, Thus by the middle of the vighteenth 
century at latest, the American branch had otitpnssed the parent 
atiwk in ite vomplextty of both blow! aad culture. 

Soitenme about that all the factors af the fatherland were in- 
tensifiedl in the character ofthe American colonists, Sorted aut 
by the sieve of wlventunis plondering, lovivornted Ly enrlier 
exporienee, strsiigthined ler etitnet with. i rigirous eoviron 
ment, ane neyiriied by pdinixture of blo and eultare, the 
Averican jropesrsoqyerd, even befire the Hevoiution, thie strive. 
cat people of thea worht je liody mel brain, hts erent fnet, often 
ipored bacwuse so commonplace cannot beaten strane) y on plin- 
same; forthewonderfol birth and marvelous growth of the Amer- 
man mitiot were pothing bese than miracle unless tlnmined by 
thts fpdaneenital fet. 

A special factor contributed materially te that ebrongthening 
ef the American colonies whieh matinee in jelepremelenoes A 
conshloralle part of the plotieers mine for eomiejepesd's anke, i 
fill eiinficdenoy that, ie this mew Ind, they might think as they 
world and believe according to their bent, without bur of cliurch 
OF state; many other cine berwise of Tnstinetive desire for re 
lie! from irksome lows and eustome—indeed not a few came im 
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durance beeause of infraction of often odigus lawa, fit for lowly 
gerfs rnther than loyal subjects, Northwestern Eurcyo hal be 
come, miced, a great reservoir of pent-up thought, of intellectual 
indiviluality seeking natural outlet; a part of the tense original 
ity held to conventional hounds through which it wrought the in- 
tellectiial renaivannee marked by the irimortal contemporaries, 
Shuk=peare aivl Bacon: but the more shertait thought merely 
ttethied and bubbled and fomented discon! throught ite reser- 
voir. A fhowl-gate opendd with the colonizing of Americas anil 
thinkers inustinotively athicst for new motives pave clinracter to 
the lnman atrean flowing toward the sandet. Thos the Awer- 
ican colonists were preceninent to that intellectual activity which 
i¢ the germ of intellectual freedom. Others might lie supine in 
docks and shackles of intellectual subjection, tt wat thixin- 
tellectually prepotent people: and it was but natural that they 
should be the first to Heatly reid the fetters of mental eerflomu, 

Such was the ateck, aad such were the churneturistios, ol the 
Amurican colonists who wrthere) fron meager settlements sent- 
tered overa thousand miles of Atlantic const tostn the American 
Deelarationof Lidepondance. They were not represeutitive of 
A ition, for there wos no ition: thas were simply strong ted 
forse] together by a common impulse toward frecilon wid 
equality. Neothor men hound to fatherland by bhood ard bore 
wereever put to 0 severe a feat of moral strencth ; no weaker 
men woukl have risked the fatal chance; no earlier men in the 
history of the world possessed the profound physical and moral 
confidence required to conaclousle cast itelde the lesa of lis 
tory, to daliberately overthrow established conventions, anil te 
calmly fave the necessity of erecting a new, national theery an 
new plone of thought, Thestep wos not one to be taken ly 
weaklinge; it cull) have blew taken by to other living men 
than thee chosen repreeniatived of colonists whose veins carried 
the blowlof the strongiat peoples af the garth for uneonuted 
generations. and whose trained throbberd with wn heritage of vier 
enmining the intellectual pragress of the world,

burden from the minds of the colonists; at the last prem -stroke 
they beearme freemen, the peers of princes, retdy bo strive indi- 
viiaally and collectively in thelr ows interests and the ivterests 
of their loves! ones; the yoke of the ruler was gone, his behest 
wae lesa then the jieainng breeze, atid each coal Was o inorsdcch 
bond by ne daw save that of equal right to oll men, The im- 
aplraition of freedom éprend with the slow means of conniunica- 
tian, wiul infused new Ife in the ill-fed, poorl y-nrmied and worse 
cli soldiers. and in the wives and babes and aged ones by the 
letiehy te artistones—and: thenoeforth American arms were in- 
vincilite: Sine the Declaration the tile of battle hassometinies

‘This first essay in territorial growth was worthy the well-grown 
jirezeny of hiraanity’s finest stock > itcould not have heen made 
by any weaker ponple—indeed it would ero miipeibbe that it 
could have been made even by the cumulatively prepatent cole 
nial stock <nee trough that inspiring eelfrelianes which is the 
beonof freedom, | 

Having wilertaken the conquest of their outhing tertitary, 
the coloiiists set theniselves te their task with seri persistence. 
Triad, the territory was fora time a bone of contention among the 
colunies; trite, stroke young lives were loat in pani lvers throng 
discake awl gavage smbusende, as the outposts of settlement 
werg pushed forward; true, it became necessary te erect mh part 
of the territory inte a federal enlony (an action contributing 
moc to witheesqueit union); tena. the hardest ptotevring the 
work hase sen ene required to sulaxiue (he forests and lav the: 
ways of draffie over and beyond the meuntalnas vet few among 
clive Cemurisdeerse np peat to dave reprotterd, oreveu to have filly recog 
nigel, the bolines of theiresav, As the rears etiew Jute ilee- 
ailes, the wisdom of the ealunists oem manifest: inspired in 
pmo el war by feeoiom, thi pianeers yadhed ite the fires, 
acyuired fanile, bolt noills, laidcont trails aad stage lines, and 
‘uve wl tnaazurated anor of public elueation tie niet mete 
worthy in any countey; invention was fostered fee om potent 
aveten, Industries 2rew apace, mice troubles hegan to settle them- 
solves (aiboit slowly}, tied thie land-wortking #eitler developed 
that physical aad aoral strength which ie the wet trait of volun 
tart labor, Meanhine the blanding of blow pad eniture, nbbed 
by the immigetion af thinkers and workers, conmtiniedl ta raise 
the vigorous ploneers even obiove the plane on which the Deecla- 
ration of Independence waa conedived. 

So bezan and endod the first great episode ji American dovel- 
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opment; it comprised an epoch-marking departure from a deen 
dent pational theory, he boldest es4ay by territorial extension 
recorded iy the annals of nations, the partial subjughtion of a 
wast wilderness, the irncention of romel-badliline, the orection af a 
pulliesehool a¥sten) on in unprecedented soaly, and (direotly 
through the initial expiinsion) the binding of the colonies into 
¢loser federation. 


Kulizhtenment dawned with the Dechtration of Independence 
in 1770: it broke inte full diy with the adoption of the Aineri- 
ean Constitution thirtean years later, Tt ie needles mow to re- 
view the masterly ahalysi# of events leading up to the Constita- 
Liat presenti in the initia) aildresa of this course ; - tlie opinion 
of Brituin’s brilliant statesman that the supreme originality and 
lietefoone of this docuniont suggest divine inspiration, needa 
ho nore thon pusding inention; vet itis worth while to define 
i some detail the or in world-history marked jointly by colo- 
tial Declaration wad federal Constitution. 

‘The seientific student of mankind notes certain raves distin- 
euishel by ploysleasl features; he also nites, as of much renter 
importance. certain phases of intellectual churacter whieh have 
hoort fiir torepressit Htages ir development. The plitses may 
be outlined in different wars, all agresing im dapart: the mest 
convenient definition taanade interna of law or srcial ofganian- 
tian ‘The sitnplet pliese and lowest dovelopiiental stage ta 
commonly culled Savragery ; itis clitveterized by asocial organ 
mtn Teel on kinship traced in the maternal line. The second 
Btagi.comimonty oitllod Barbarian, dewaloyps ate putriarolyy sv 
finally tetas allodiniian, the forerunnersof fowdalism ; ite lnw is 
based on kinship reckonedin the paternal line, ‘The third stuge, 
convoniently called Civilization, meee in feudalism aud uw 
into that monarchisin whose lust tern is imperialism; the source 
of law and organization i thie stave is tractable to reeosnition 
of property rghit, eapeclally in land. The fourth ste of devel- 
oporentinay becaled Kalightonment; itsfundamental liws are 
hase] on recognition of intellectual riglit, especially freedom of 
Uy rive, with ite heetssary concotnittait, a veda in purldie affairs 

The révords of histiry anid of observation ationg various pen 
ples show that these stages rise in a certain order whieh may 
he traced to intellectual development Savavery persiete wotil 
definite recagnition of paternity arises, whee the next stage 1 
spontancously entered; onl one the transition is effected, 
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through the enlarged knowledge, there is no retrogression save 
by extinction ofeitire groupe. Barbariqn in turn persists until 
population is so increased that personal contact between patri- 
archor priest and the people is necesearily replaced by arhitrary 
courentions, which arise spontaneously in such manner as to 
reflect both general knowledge and loen] conditions, wa that the 
transition is effected, or partly offveted, in varios ward; in 
Europe it was portly brought about through: the prise from 
allintialism to feadalism, which (although but a small part of 
the entire change) involved the development at a new order ot 
law, according to Sir Venry Maine; with the aid of a beneticent 
cult, it was wholly effected in the arid Inn of Palestine, whence 
the leaven agrend throughout much of the world in the form af 
morealtruistic law than ie known te lower enlture, Civilization 
evinces no tendency towanl retrogresion into the lower onler 
of law, vet there i4 a constant tendeney toward a higher order 
marked by the Iinitution of hereditury monarehies, by revolt 
tions at frst bloody but gradually growing blimlless; by thie seyni- 
tation of church and state, by the abrogation of odious laws, 
amin anany other ways: in certain instances the form of gor 
ernmental organization known as military despotism seems po 
bridge the cham between eivilization aml onlightenmient, nel 
as foodaliam connected barbarian and civilization in Mureypre 
during the last millennium, Enlightennetit reveals no rotregres- 
sion, sare through senile surrender of self-roliance or hereditary 
debility which lead some to acek the support of stronger lel- 
lows: certainly no nation that lias ange tasted intellectual free 
domicin btw fillies ever turned back toward mental booilage, 
Accordingly, the order uf the develojunettal stages Is delinite, 
iivariahle asthe movement of the planet in ite orbit, a« the flow 
of the river in its channel, or ae the growth of the insect fram 
egy 10 larva. from larva to pupa, aad from pope to igo: and 
the nernal low of hurinn progress t fromesavagery through lar 
bariqin te civilization, and then in due counme to that enlighten 
ment in which the mind ts release] from trammels aml the 
physical boing inspired by the tiounidless possibilities of frre 
action. 

So the student of the eoclal stages scee four great nillestones 
alung the course of human development; the first myrks dimly 
the origin of ian on encth aa the lon!) over lower crention; the 
secu, seen varuely in toony lands, marks the poxige from 
the moet primitive condition to a higher stage through ermal 
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growth of keowiledge: the third marks clearly the birth of ma- 
tions, chielly throagh the most beneficent ‘belief the werld hns 
known; the fourth marks the passage of humumnity inte its lest 
estate, in whieh individual streneth of body and brain is the 
geal of mobilitay 


Alter hilftningiriary glimmering. ne in the * Republie ™ af 
Pinte, the morting ster of enlightenment rose first on the Alpa 
of Switzerland. Theosarly Swiss were a hardy «tock, sifted ley 
their own strength from the mird-Kuropean assemblage of tribes 
and waswot notions; thelr vigor was inerensed by adventurous

tion and invention, and tise a race of pionuers; the acquisition 
of Louisiana and Oregon by Jefferson and the people brought an 
era of canal-ballding and steamboating, revolutionioed ngrioul- 
ture, aid diffused intellivence beyond previous imagining; the 
tiliniwion of Texte ushernad history's most heroic struggle for 
liberty, litell jidustries connected with lorcet and kine toa new 
plane, and introduced a type of manhood required for farther 
conquest; the Mexican accessions brought wealth and intional 
power, made Amerien the foremost rallway and telegraph nation, 
enlarged jwtellizence, strengthened character, and produgmd the 
world's highest typeof liamanity. In the light of these preg 
nant facts, it secma sife to premut ioportant physical and in- 
diustrin! aid torn) advances throwsh the inthuenee of the later 
awyuisitions; and if Cuba and Puerto Krew, Alaska aud Mawaii, 
and dason and her neighbors do tot make America the fore- 
mest naval and shipping nation of the earth withit a qiunrter- 
couture, thon oxpurience stands for nauglit, histury tea deluston, 
civilizatlon a fuilure, and enlightenment a farew, 


In reviewing the territarial growth of the nation, it is needful 
to remember that the forces and conditions which led firat to the 
predominance of Brituinand then to the independence of the 
American colonies are still in effeet, The blood-blending and 
culture-comimingling have vontinued incromingly until the 
American has come to represent the world's most complex ethnic 
étrain, and hie culture to comprehend that of all other ages and 
lnvida in-addition to his own rich product, The selection of the 
strong by pioneering has hoen repented overand over again, and 
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the prepotent progeny hare gone hack to vitalize the weaker Vcr 
sele with little Jossof their own tiger, and ench generation has 
enjoyel thatstirring exercise fayuired to raise itabove the anees- 
trullevel, More than allele, tie generations have hewn lighted 
ov Uieirway by Freedom's torch: they lave been not only pour- 
Witted lot constiitly encouraged in the development of Intent 
pis ar: tliev hate been eUitmtil better than A oon tenn pa- 
rire; their hands and braing hove been developed by the 
trast Veriod activities of any nation: they are better fed, better 
Cluithedl, better housed than pooples of other lands ani oliinent 
thor self-respect haa been built into o structure ao strong (as 
aliown try Texas and California) as to withetand every shock ; 
aml through the combination of wll thege fnetors they lave hes 
cone fit representatives of Hitimanity, invincible in war yet prenih= 
ervus to fallen foes, suljugntors of lower neture, and conquerors 
al the powers of primal durkness—in every way eaxy bearers of 
the world's liphest culture. 
Such are America atid the Amerimna at thisend of the nine- 

teenth ientouory. 


Tho progress of the American people has nat been effected 
Without oppesition from same af their own number. A few of 
the original dolonivte desrted and fell hick into bondage ; the 
evoluthon predic stine tories and traitors and more mere 
duuhters: the teins Appalachian lerritory was a bone of con- 
tention in the Contineital Congres; tle opoch-marking Dew- 
uration did Constitution were opposed by a minority. uf the 
nutiniwnakers, Despite the popular approval, the meqiisition 
of Louisiane aroused soni sentiments and words af antagoniam, 
which were repented when Texas sought admission, again when 
the Mexitin accessions were under consideration, and once 
qmore—with the same logabrious intonation—during the present 
year 1899; yet in every aniergency the stronger have-earried 
the weaker, and progress has gone forwaril, 

At every slage even unto today the voiew of the prophet af 
evil lias Leen heard Stolid representatives of Hrituin’s virlle 
stick, from Herbert Spencer to Sir Edwin Arnold, rail nygninalt the 
unsesming celerity of movement of the typical American, nnd 
predict hospital or mad-house as his goal; they forget that the 
Amoeritin but moved at anormal pace shaped through his more 
varied ancestry and richer herifage of successful exercise than 
his contem pornries, that there is less overwork in America than 
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in any other progressive nation, that Tn averge expectation of 
life ae in atature the Anieriqin leads the workl, awd that even in 
thix active lawl) ten men mist ont where one wears out, The 
fiint-henriod shudder at Hie figment of Wall street and the 
phantom of the monopoly > they frrget that the multi-million 
aire’s daughter becomes an angel of mercy whose heneficetice 
softens hundreds of sick-belts amd lengthens scores of lives, and 
that the best ongmiized American monopoly fouls a university 
whee a thowsind stents gt forth annually to diffuse hivher 
knowlolge and better capacity for aelf-suppert among a hitmdred 
thomand countrymen, Pesimiath cower before the formless 
monster of polities) corruption which they ooncvive to giaw at 
tho vitale of cur national institutions: they forget that the oxec- 
itive of the state votitnining our aeonlled cormiph metrope tia 
wise elected on the ¢ole platform of honest manhood, aad that 
our provent Chief Executive i¢ one to whom, more than any 
proevessor, the will of the poople is law, Today the trembling 
ones ¢hrink shrieking at the selfconjured ghost af imperinl- 
iam, ae if empire could grow in freedoms soll, ae if the bright- 
wings) pupilio of constitutional law might, forsoth, creep back 
to the chrvealis where the monarchical pupa grew in ecuturies 
past: these do more thas forget—they never knew that the cul- 
ture-plane of constitutional contrél is ao far above that of inpe- 
fial rule that the subject of empires can never see ite Inapiring 
expanse: they iwnore the Law of Human Progress (seen theo 
the coordination of other schences in the Science of Man) amder 
which humanity moves, in ways orderly wm planetary orbits or 
vital stages, from savagery into barbarian, thence inte civiliza- 
tion, and finally into eilightenment, never dropping Hiek ward 
save by extinction; they comprehend not the fall significance 
of humanity's law, vaguely exprescd as “manifest destiny,” 
Which proves that Inperialixin ls linpoxsible on the plane of an- 
Highteument. and that the peoples of the earth are steadily rising 
from plane ta plate with the certainty of ultimate union on the 
highest of the deriee. Would that the ever-present prophet of 
evil might always ful of honor in his own country |
